New York, Dec. 31.—W hen Joseph 
G. Robin, the kite flying financier, 
whose schemes have closed the North­ 
ern bank and the W ashington Savings 
bank, was about to face the first in­ 
dictm ent of grand larceny against him 
he tried to kill himself. 
Robin took twelve 1-112 grain pills 
of hyoBcyamine, a poisonous alkaloid, 
but he didn’t succeed. He spent the 
night in the prison ward of Bellevue 
hospital, where the doctors thought 
that he had an even chance for re­ 
covery. 
Robin’s attem pt at suicide was th* 
most sensational move that he has yet 
made within the past week since the 
state officials and the district attorney 
have been after him. He came down 
to the crim inal courts building to plead 
before 
Judge Crain, and while the 
Judge and a crowd of spectators were 
waiting for the prisoner to appear he 
collapsed in the detective bureau up­ 
stairs. It was generally conceded that 
Robin, in his present serious physical 
condition, would have died then and 
there, were It not for the im m ediate 
medical aid he received. 
There was not the slightest doubt of 
Robin’s attem pt to kill himself. 
As 
soon as he began to be affected by the 
drug he groaned and told Dr. Austin 
Flint, the alienist, retained by form er 
D istrict Attorney Jerom e to defend 
Robin, that he was dying. 
He said 
goodby to hi* sister, Dr. Louise G. 
Rohinovitch, and then a stomach pump 
was so employed that it brought about 
satisfactory results. No one seemed 
to know for certain 
whether Robin 
had taken hyoseyamine or hyoscln, but 
that didn’t m ake a great deal of dif­ 
ference. 
Dr. Flint, who was present through 
the excitem ent, said th at Robin told 
him that he had consumed twelve tab­ 
lets before he left bis sister’s house to 
come downtown to court. Robin mut­ 
tered th at bis nurse left him aion* in 
the bedroom for a few moments, and 
th at he opened the draw er of a table 
hasid* bls bed, took the box of tablets 
and swallowed the contents. 
It re­ 
quired about three-quarters of an hour 
before they worked. 
Hyosein Is the powerful stim ulant 
which was supposed to have been used 
by Dr. Crlppen iu the killing of Belle 
Elmore. Dr. Roblnovitch said that she 
kept the tablets for the purpose of an­ 
tagonizing the depressing 
effects of 
m orphine which had been adm inistered 
to Robin when he suffered from kidney 
trouble. 
It was the opinion of the physicians 
around the crim inal courts building 
th at Robin hadn't taken a sufficient 
dose to kill himself, but they couldn't 
be sure until an analysis shall have 
been made. 
The excitem ent following the new* 
of the alleged m adm an's suicidal a t­ 
tempt threw the criminal court* build­ 
ing into an uproar. Every one had ei- 
pected that Robin, following the re­ 
ports of Hrs. Flint and Mahon to As­ 
sistant D istrict Attorney Nett declar­ 
ing him well enough to plead to Hie 
Indic tment of graud larceny, would be 
released in $23,000 bail and 
would 
then be sent back to his sister's house 
until fuither notice.

FACTIONAL STRIFE RENEWED 


New York Leader Says There Is Notb 
ing In Their Teachings to Make* 
Mrs. Eddy Equal With God. 


New York, Dec. 31.—The declaration 
by Mrs. Augusta E. Stetson, the ex-

Church of Christ, Scientist, in this 
city, of her conviction and that of 
many C hristian Scientists throughout 
the country, of the imminence of the 
resurrection in fleshly form of Mary 
Baker Eddy, the founder of the Chris­ 
tian Science cult, had the effect oi 
forcing the directors of the mother 
church of the faith in Boston into ve­ 
hem ent denial of the orthodoxy of Mrs. 
Stetson’s doctrines and those of her 
followers who believe with her that 
Mrs. Eddy will m ake a dem onstration 
of her trium ph over death, even as Je 


b u s C hrist did in Palestine 2000 years 
ago. 
Mrs. Eddy** Nam* Dropped. 
It also became evident that direc­ 
tors of the m other church in Boston, 
who have been left as suprem e arbi­ 
ters of the faith which Mrs. Eddy dis­ 
covered and built up. have been forced 
to meet a distinct line of cleavage in 
the 
ranks 
of 
Christian 
Scientists 
throughout the country by their ac- 
Hon, quickly selfed upon by Mrs Stet­ 
son, in dropping from the manual of 
the m other church the name and title 
of Mrs. Eddy as pastor em eritus of 
the parent church in Boston. 
By their action the directors have 
declared themselves in the m atter of 
an ecclesiastical difference of opinion 
in a way which threatens to open 
wider the breach between the "practi 
cal” and the ’ visionary” devotees of 
the faith. 
Eugene R. Cox, the mouthpiece of 
the directorate in Boston, said that 
Mrs. Eddy's name had been dropjied 
from the roll of the officers of the 
m other church because she was ne 
longer pastor em eritus. That portion 
of the church which believes with Mrs. 
Stetson looks upon this action of the 
directors as indicative of rank lack of 
faith, since to their notion Mrs. Eddy 
still lives and still is pastor em eritus, 
or leader, over her pupils. 
Signs of Strife In Church. 
There also appeared the first definite 
indications that the crystallization ot 
Mrs. Stetson's views concerning the 
inevitable dem onstration of Mrs. Eddv 
in the flesh forecasts a renewal of the 
strife between th* factions in the First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, In New 
York, when the annual election foi 
trustees shall take place In January. 
Mrs. Stetson's beliefs have won to her 
party in the church a large number 
of converts, and the issue of the fu­ 
ture control of the large congregation 
will be fought out at the election that 
is to come within the mouth. 
The 
publication in the papers of 
Mrs. Stetson's unusual beliefs concern­ 
ing the resurrection of Mrs. Eddy ha* 
stirred Eugene R. Cox, who is the pub­ 
lication 
committ(*e of the Christian 
Science church for the state of New 
York, into unusual activity. He said: 
“There is nothing in the teachings 
of Christian Science nor the writings 
of Mary Baker Eddy, its discoverer 
and founder, to Justify any statem ents 
looking to physical resurrection, and 
any tendency or thought in that direc­ 
tion is abnormal In a Christian Scien­ 
tist, as it takes account of the person 
ality.of Mrs Eddy, which she depre 
*< ated. 
“To attem pt to deify her, or make 
her equal with God or Jesus the Christ 
is equally re pa m an t to the 
normal 
teachings of Christian Science. When 
asked if she were the second Christ, 
Mrs. Eddy said: 
Evf n the question 
shocks me. What I am is for Go I to 
declare in his infinite mercy. 
There 
was and is and ever can be hut one 
God. one Jesus of Nazareth.’ ”

Washington, I**-. 31.— “The African 
hunting trip a* organized and carried 
out by the .Smithsonian institution via 
Roosevelt," is tile subject of the latest 
proposed congressional investigation 
The sugi'estlon was received here 
by Representative Rainey, of Illinois, 
from a c itizen of a Georgia town, who 
referred to such an inquiry as a "pub­ 
lic servile” and to the Smithsonian as 
a 'trash-heap institution.” 
Mr. Hainev is til© Democrat who re 
cently introduced a resolution to in 
quire into the manner in which Mr 
Roosevelt obtained bis transportation 
and supplies on his trips about th* 
country while he was president. Mr 
Rainey purposes at the earliest oppor 
ttinity to press this resolution, though 
it was referred to the rules committee 
and promptly pigeon holed. 
The Georgian declares that an ex 
tension of such an inquiry to include 
the way in which the African hunt 
expedition expense was borne by lh 
Smithsonian institution “would show 
waste, extravagance and squandering 
of public money.”
